WASHINGTON, June 5—Sen- 
ator Joseph R. McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, demanded yesterday 
that Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.), Missouri, disqualify him- 
self to sit as a “judge” in the 
Army-McCarthy hearings. Sym- 
ington refused to step aside. ~ 

McCarthy’s demand followed 
release of telephone conversa- 
tions between Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. B. Stevens and 
Symington made shortly before 
the publication on March 11 of 
the Army’s charges of improper 


pressure by Senator McCarthy | 


and his aids. 


(Today, the Associated Press 
said McCarthy claimed the 
story told in long-secret moni- 
tored telephone calls “blows 
up” the Army’s case against 
him. 

(He told reporters that disclos- 
ures in the phone conversations 
between Secretary Stevens and 
Symington and between Stevens 
and other Senate Investigations 
subcommittee Senators “blow up 
their whole case.“ 

Mundt, Potter Calls Also Read. 

Calls between Stevens and 
Senators Karl E. Mundt (Rep.). 
South Dakota, now acting as 
chairman of the subcommittee 
(McCarthy has stepped down 
from the chairmanship during 
the hearings) and Charles E. 
Potter (Rep.), Michigan, were 
read yesterday in addition to 
those of Stevens and Syming- 
ton. Still to come, probably 
Monday, are calls of Senator 
John L. McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, and of McCarthy and his 
aids. 

That left in dispute only 
transcripts of conversation be- 
tween Stevens and Army Coun- 
selor John G. Adams, Stevens 
and Maj. Gen. Kirke B. Lawton, 
commander of Fort Monmouth, 
N.J., and other calls between 
executive branch officials.

CITIZENS HAVE 
FEWER SPENDABLE 
DOLLARS IN. 1954 


WASHINGTON, June.5 (UP) 
—The average American has 
slightly fewer dollars to spend 
this year than he had in 1953, 
but the national total spendable 
income remains high. 

On the basis of the nation’s 
present population of 161,400,- 
000, the spending figures for 
the first three months would 
give each person an average of 
$1547 to spend or save this year. 
Last summer when the popula- 
tion was closer to 160,000,000 
the average was $1561. 

Government figures today 
showed that total consumer 
spending power, after taxes, was 
at an annual rate of $249, 800, 
000,000 during the first three 
months of this year. 

If that rate continues for the 
year, it would make the 1954 
disposable income figure the 
highest on egg aay or even 
than the record rate of $247,- 
900,000,000 last year. 

Figures like these contribute 
to the optimism of Administra- 
tion economists who say the 
current business setback has 
about run its course. Employ- 
ment increased in April and the 
figures for May are expected to 
show another rise. 

Government economists say 
the Jan. 1 cut in income tax 
rates and increased jobless pay- 


ur ments have kept total spending 


power steady despite some de- 
creases in income due to un- 
employment.

Due to School Vacations 
and Summer Slack in 


Industry, Company 


Says. 


A net reduction of 124 daily 
trips on 20 bus lines has been 
put into effect by Public Serv- 


ice Co. because of school vaca- 
tions and the summer slack in 
industrial production, the com- 
pany announced today. 
Described as a routine sea- 
sonal change in schedules, the 
full reduction of 154 trips is 
offset to a limited extent by 


the addition of 30 trips on spe- 
cial lines serving the Municipal 
Opera during the summer sea- 
son, the company added. 

It also was noted that while 
school ttrips are dropped from 
regular schedules at this time, 
they will continue to operate as 
“extra” service until the schools 
close June 18. 

Lines primarily affected serve 
some 30 public and parochial 
schools at which more than 10,- 
000 student passes are bought 
regularly, the company said. 


In the South Broadway Di- 
vision, 32 zine wore were dropped on 
six — were added to 
serve Opera patrons, making the 
net reduction 27 trips. The lines 
are the’ Gravois, Carondelet, 
Barracks, Lemay Ferry, Lough- 
borough and Holly Hills. 

At the DeBaliviere division, 
the company dropped 54 trips 
on seven lines, adding 21 for 
a net reduction of 33 trips. The 
lines are the Union, Delmar, 
Lindell, Kingshighway, Kings- 
land, Goodfellow and Ladue. 

From the Park Division, 68 
trips were dropped on seven 
lines but four were added to 
make the net reduction 64. The 
lines are the Cherokee, Tower 
Grove, Forest Park, Park- 
Southampton, Lafayette, Van- 
deventer and Arsenal. 

The reduction in runs will not 
result in the layoff of any 
drivers because the slack will 
be taken up by the company’s 
vacation schedules, it was said.

Truman sought advice from 
other sources, then directed the 
commission on Jan. 31, 1950, to 
proceed with rapid development 
of a hydrogen bomb. Oppenhei- 
mer supported the project after 
the President's decision was 
made. 

In the interval, Smyth said, 
“members of the commission 
were given an education” on the 
necessity for the bomb. Although 
he was one of three who 
originally thought we should 
delay,” he was soon convinced 
that his ideas were ‘ 
Smyth added. 

Present members of the com- 
mission, including Strauss, were 
questioned sharply during the 
long afternoon session over dis- 
sent within the AEC on the 
amount of authority exercised 
by the chairman. 

Smyth told the Joint Commit- 
tee, which is conducting hear- 
ings on administration bills to 
amend the Atomic Energy Act

U.S.-Chinese Talks. 

Another development at Gen- 
eva today was the opening of 
direct talks between the United 
States and Communist China on 
the question of releasing Amer 
ican civilians and military per- 
sonnel detained in China. 

The exact number of those in- 
volved was not known by the 
United States delegation af 
Geneva, but an unofficial infor- 
mation indicated 54 civilians and 
29 military personnel—a total of 
83—are either under arrest or 
have been refused visas to leave. 

In addition there are reported 
to be 39 Americans remaining 
in China voluntarily. This would 
make a total of 122 Americans 
believed to be in that country. 

The negotiations also involve 
approximately 120 Chinese stu- 
dents who, it is understood, have 
been denied exit visas in the 
United States. Red China says 
the United States Government 
is detaining them and that they 
want to go to Communist China, 
This was the first direct con- 
tact the United States has had 
with Red China at Geneva. The

Chemical technologists will be 
able to solve the problem of 
feeding a world population 
which is estimated to grow to 


four and one-half or five billion 
persons by the year 2000, Charles 
Allen Thomas, president of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co.,

A bill to provide salary in- 
creases for employes of the sher- 
iff’s office was vetoed yesterday 
by Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
who said the measure was “not 
only unjust to other employes 
of the city but also would be 
unfair to the taxpayers.” 

The bill would have increased 
all of the 92 employes y 
sheriff's office by $35 to * 
month. The Mayor said that the 
new scales would grant these 
employes at least $25 more a 
month than they would receive 
if they were employed in private 
industry or by other depart- 
ments of the city. 

The measure, the Mayor went 
on, “would result only in an 
unjustified cash premium for 
working in the office of the 
sheriff.” Courtroom deputies of 
the sheriff now receive $255-a 
month and deputies working ou 
side, $240. 6 

A recent study made for com- 
parable jobs showed salaries in 
the. sheriff's office were in line 
with those in private industry, 
Mayor Tucker said. In a recent 
ordinance enacted for employes 
under Civil Service no increases 
were provided for other city em- 
ployes with comparable jobs, he 
added. 


The jobs in the sheriff's office 
are not under Civil Service but 
are patronage positions. A 
number of other bills to in- 
crease salaries in patronage of- 
fices are pending in the Board 
of Aldermen. These are the 80 
called state-controlled offices, 
being county offices within the 
city. All are occupied by Demo- 
crats. The Mayor and a ma- 
pority of the Board of Alder- 
men also are Democrats.

Answer for St. Louis 


Do St. Louisans hold the welfare of their 
city in sufficiently high regard to permit indefi- 
nite continuation of the earnings tax? 

Mayor Tucker is confident that the answer is 
Yes. But if future municipal operations are to 
be intelligently planned, he must have at the 
earliest date a concrete showing from the people 
themselves. 

And so he has sensibly asked the Board of 
Aldermen to call a special election next Sept. 30 
in order that the voters can vote on an amend- 
ment to the City Charter. 
would permit the tax to be levied on a perma- 
nent basis. 

This is the quickest, simplest, most practical 
and best approach to the city’s financial problem. 
The tax brings in some $8,000,000 a year: The 
revenue represents the difference between a mu- 
nicipal corporation in such healthy shape that it 
can vigorously serve the needs of its taxpayers 
and one made impotent through near poverty. 

If the city’s finances are to be kept on a sound 
basis, if adequate municipal services are to be 
maintained, if St. Louis is to embark on the 
long-delayed program of public improvements— 
if all these ends are to be reached, the earnings 
tax revenue must continue to flow into the City 
Treasury. 

The city’s. present right to continue levying 
the tax will expire on next April 15. Under 
terms of the enabling act passed in the recent 
special session of the Missouri Legislature, a 
two-year extension past that date—that is, until 
April 15, 1957—1is possible provided the exten- 
sion is approved at the polls. Even if it is de- 
feated, the city could levy the tax through 
April 15, 1956, so long as it is voted on. 

In either case the result would be unsatisfac- 
tory. It ought to be obvious by now that St. 
Louis is likely to need the earnings tax for a 
great many years. An extension even until April 
1957 is a mere palliative; it does little more 
than check off on the calendar the date of the 
city’s financial crisis. 

What is needed is permanent authority, and 
the place for that grant of power from the peo- 
ple is the City Charter. The present Charter 
badly needs rewriting and, in fact, Mr. Tucker’ 
has asked the Aldermen to set the legal ma- 
chinery in motion to do just that: 

But this is a complicated and time-consuming 
task requiring an election both to name the 
freeholders who would write the document and 
then to get the people’s stamp of approval to 
make it effective. As a way of getting earnings 
tax authority rewriting the whole charter is 
both too slow and too indirect. 

The best way, the most direct way, the sensi- 
ble way is the way now suggested by Mr. Tuck- 
er. There will be one issue and one issue alone: 
Are the people willing to tax themselves for the 
benefit of their city? This makes the issue of 
progress or decgy a personal matter for every 
St. Louisan. Surely there.can be only one answer.

An IIlusory Housing Vote 
The 66-to-16 vote by which the Senate ap

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proved President Eisenhower's public housing 


program creates an unfortunate illusion that 
the support for and prospects of this program 
are greater than they really are. 

Would that public housing actually did etm 
mand a 4-to-1 majority in Congress, but aun, 
not so. 

The truth is that this vote was a maneuver : 
calculated to muster impfessive backing for at 
least one item of the President's program, and 
to get the Southern Democrats off a hook—and 
to accamplish both purposes while running very 
little risk that the President's program finally 
would be adopted. This explains why s ch peren- 
hial foes of public housing as Ohio's Senator 
Bricker were to be found voting for the public 
housing amendment. 

Since the House had already voted against any 
public housing at all, it has long been clear 
that if the President's program of 35,000 units 
a year for four years were to prevail, the Sen- 
ate would have to vote a much bigger program 
in the hope of compromising at the 35,000-unit 
level. That is why Senator Maybank of South 
Carolina proposed an amendment restoring the 
1949 program of some 600,000 dwellings. 

But then a Supreme Court ruling went against 
segregation in public housing, and Senator May- 
bank, who is running for re-election this year, 
withdrew support from his own amendment. It 
failed by a voice vote, and then the Eisenhower 
program was adopted with most of the strong 
supporters of public housing in opposition. 

So the bill goes to conference. Senator Cape- 
hart is confident that the result will be authori- 
ty to build “at least some” public housing. Be- 
lievers in the program no doubt should be grate- 
ful for crumbs. But since the conference commit- 
tee must compromise somewhere between noth- 
ing and the $5,000-unit level recommended by 
the President, it will be a major surprise if the 
result is a victory for the President's program. 
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India as the Key 


India’s reported warning to Russia against 
the Communists riding roughshod over Laos and 
Cambodia could be an important development in 
the Indochina tangle. If true, it is a timely re- 
minder to Moscow that India is not in the 
Communists’ hip pocket. And it should serve 
also as a reminder to the West that India may 
be the key to the entire Indochina puzzle. 

A truce agreement which India can accept 
and will help to supervise ought. to be the kind 
of truce agreement which the United States and 
other Western nations can accept. A peace 
settlement which follows Indian advice should 
be the kind of settlement which the West can 
support. Indochina is basically an Asian prob- 


lem which can best be solved under Asian 


leadership. i 
Enlist ins Indian support and co-operation in 


' gupervising an Indochina truce ought, therefore, 


to be the cardinal aim ef Western policy. 

“THE Issue which is currently embroiling the 

Geneva negotiations is whether a_ cease-fire 
should be supervised by a four-nation commis- 
‘sidh including Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
and Pakistan, as proposed by the Communists, 
or by a neutral commission confined entirely 
to Asian nations. 
There is little doubt that an all-Asian super- 
visory agency would be preferable, and the 
West is on sound ground in proposing it. But the 
principle involved is not serious enough to war- 
rant breaking up the truce talks, If the Com- 
munists insist on being directly represented 
by satellites the issue should be resolved not by 
Western but by Indian decision. Would India 
be willing to serve on such a commission? If 
80, little could be gained by Western insistence 
on something else. 
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The Price of Towing 
The Board of Aldermen ought to take notice

All of the questions brought up by 
these maneuvers are based on the as- 
sumption that there is a specfic value 
in having full and immediate broadcasts 


of 3 public events, There is.room 


for argument, but in a sense the broad- 
casters made the assumption as well 
as the public, and until some new 
principle is established we'll take this 
for granted. On that assumption: 


1. Would all the networks be justi- 
fied in refusing to carry the proceed- 
ings? 

2. If not, aren't the ones who refuse 
taking advantage of the fact that some- 
one’ else is doing the work? In this 
case, aren’t the richer networks throw- 
ing the burden on the poorer? 

3. Is the cost of canceling sponsored 
programs plus the cost of carrying pub- 
lic events too great for the industry to 
bear without sponsorship or is the cost 
part of the price which stations pay 
for their license to broadcast? In 
other words, isn’t this part of their 
contract to operate “in the public in- 
‘terest’’? 

4. How big does an audience have 
to be ta justify the cost of broadcasting 
to it? (From the figures released, I 
should estimate that between seven and 
ten million people watched the hear- 
ings at some time of the day. This is 
certainly not a negligible audience from 
the point of view of a sponsor.) 

5. Why didn't the networks get to- 
gether and create a pool, dividing the 
time so that no single one took a dis- 
proportionate loss? 

The remaining questions are a little 
less likely to get direct answers. 

First, don’t the broadcasters see that 
if they fumble an event like this, if 
they have no set—and acceptable— 
mode of operation to cover such mat- 
ters of public interest, they are in- 
viting rulings from the FCC or a pub- 
lic demand for federal channels, fed- 
eral networks, or perhaps (as a mini- 
mum) time alloted by law to federal 
purposes? N 

This is the last thing most Americans 
want, but clever manipulators can use 
public disappointment in commercial 
broadcasting to overcome our preju- 
dices. 

Second, and to me most important, 
why haven't the networks seen to it 
that meh vital matter of policy—this 
matter of the industry’s obligation to 
the public—be openly discussed, on 
the national and also on the local 
level, on television itself? The broad- 
casters have a good ease, one element 
of which is that the standards of good 
procedure are only now being involved. 

Let them air the case and let the 
public be informed and consulted, and 
above all heard. If they do not do this, 
the broadcasters are failing in their 
duty ere am 3 inviting trouble.

Was Long a Critic of Lind-| 
bergh Kidnaping 
Investigation. 


NEW YORK, June 5 (AP) — 
New Jersey's former Gov. Har- 
old G. Hoffman, often the cen- 
ter of political fireworks and 
for years a sharp critic of Lind- 
bergh kidnaping investigators, 
died yesterday at the age of 58. 

A lifelong Republican, Hoff- 
man succumbed with his latest 
political furor still a live issue. 
Last March 18 he was suspended | 
as New Jersey's director of em- 
ployment security pending inves- | 
tigation of alleged irregularities | 
in purchase of supplies and 
equipment for his department. 

Hoffman had denied the 
charges, saying annual audits by 
state and federal governments 
cleared him of any wrong -doing. 

Hoffman, who had suffered 
from heart trouble recently, had 
been dead for seven or eight 
hours before his body was dis- 
covered late in the afternoon. 
in his apartment hote in New 
York. He apparently had col- 
lapsed while dressing.

TEACHERS OF SOME GROUPS have exploited a false 
idea: That children should be free to accept or reject prin- 
ciples of sound practice accepted by generations of man- 
kind.

For example: A child attending a private school told 
me that if she felt like reading when the teacher was giv- 
ing a lesson in arithmetic; she read. If she did not feel 
like obeying a direction the teacher gave, she just didn't 
pay any attention.

She doesn’t like me so she 
writes, ‘non-co-operative’ on my report card.” 

“What then? What do your father and mother say 
about all this?” 

“Well, they say I'm spoiled and they're taking me out 
of this school. I’m going to a stricter one, I guess.”

I HOPE SO. Children need guidance and they must 
live under authority. Authority in these days of progress 
has become a bad word. It is, however, a good word and a 
good idea where children are concerned. Home, school, 
church all need and should exercise authority over the chil- 
dren for whom they are responsible. That needs no ex- 
planation. It is a fact of life. 


Children cannot be left to accept or reject values in 
life relationships. They have to learn, and early, that their 
will and pleasure have to be held under the bond of duty. 
If the lesson is arithmetic, arithmetic it is. If a teacher or 
parent gives a child an order that order is to be obeyed. 

This is not for the sake of gratifying an adult's love of 
authority and domination.

North maintained that since 
he had “reversed his responses” 
—first showing diamonds, then 
the higher ranking spades—he 


had done his part, and he was 


insistent that South should have 
made some stronger bid than 
four hearts. 

South did not agree. He 
pointed out — accurately — that 
his own three-club rebid was in 
itself the announcement of a 
very strong hand, and he asked 
North to observe that he, South, 
had bid four hearts, not four 
clubs, over three spades. By 
thus ignoring the opportunity to 
ask North for a choice between 
hearts and clubs, South main- 
tained, he had clearly indicated 
that aside from having a stron 
two-suiter, he had a g 
enough heart suit, specifically, 
to stand on its own feet. 

As a final argument (which 
was entirely sound), South 
pointed out that North's bid- 
ding up to that stage had not 
implied any sort of fit for 
South’s suits, and that since 
North had a good fit for a heart 
suit bid so strongly, he might at 


least have ventured to five 
hearts.
